Sev- 
oral witnesses testified that hare hunts, 
organized and conducted under the aus- 
pices of the land league, had biken place 
on tho lands of lho.se who had in various 
ways otfended the league, for the purpose 
of damaging the croiis. Tho testimony of 
policemen from Loughrea, Aiitheury and 
otlier places showed that prior to thu 
founding of the 1 ind league these districts 
were comparatively free from crime. Af- 
ter the league began to iiold meetings 
legidatly, the districts became turbulent 
and the disorder culmitmted in outrages. 
Five murders (juickly followed the found- 
ing of tho league in Loughrea, including 
tiie killing nf Sergt. Linton, who, it was 
averred i)y the witnesses, was killed for 
having testified at the trial of Parnell.

liONiio.s, Nov. 8. — Clladstone addressed 
an eiioruio'ii.-. niceting in Bigley Hall this 
eveiiini<. The few seats reserved were 
readily sold at two guineas each, and tho 
entire space not reaorved was crowded to 
suffocation three hours before the meeting 
was called to order. Lord Ripoii, Earl 
S))enc6r, Earl Roseberry, Sir Wm.

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CLEVELAND'S DKFEAT. 

ProakU'iit Clovolaml no doubt knows 
lliat lie bniught his defeat on himgelf. If 
ho hull 1)0011 content to follow the beaten 
' track, to allow matters to drift as they 
have heen drifting for many years, there 
is nu doubt he would liare been re-eleot- 
ed by a large majority. During the first 
two yours and. more of his term his ad- 
ministration was such as to give satisfac- 
tion to modonito men of all parties in 
ovory sootidii of the Republic. His Gov- 
erniiieiit waa luiiiost and prudent. Tiiore 
\v;ia literiilly ui ithiiig to aay ai^aiiiat hiiii. 
Opi)uaitiuu appL-iiroJ to bu dying out from 
sheer inanition. It was tho Presidoiit's 
own deliberate act tliat gave new life to 
hiB opponents. He saw that the people 
were too heavily taxed, that much more 
money was taken from them every year 
than tho government required for legiti- 
mate uses, lie knew thut this immense 
surplus \\aa u .source uf dcmnndization 
both to the uloftoi-s and tlioir reproaontu- 
t!v s. Ho (.'aiiie to tlie conclusion tliat tho 
yood fif (lie people re(|uired a reduction of 
taxation in order to diiniuisb tho surplus, 
ill order to keep up wiiat he considered a 
wliok'simie protection to industries, he 
advocated putting nearly all raw jna- 
terials, of manufacture,, qn the ivep 
list. Mr. Cleveland, when he recom- 
mended a reduction of protective diities, 
knew well what he was aboitjt. ' He inust 
havo foreseen that llio dechiratiim of his 
principles would raise for liim a host of 
new enemies, iind that it would add vigor 
and energy to the opposition of tiio Re- 
publicans. Ho is a cle.ir-hcaded iiiiiii, 
froo from llio bliiidiui; inlluonco of en- 
thusiasm. He muiit have counted tho 
co.st before ho iiiiide the vonturo. As hs 
hud foreseen his message was regarded by 
extreme protectionists as a declaration of 
war. It was no soimer delivered than 
they threw off their letliargy and took the 
field against him. It was at first uncer- 
tain whether ho would have even tho auii- 
port of his own party. Many cautious 
Democrats, who thought as ho did, stood 
.' aghast at Ilia boldness and did not know 
very well ivli.it to do, and many others, 
who wi^ro protectionists on principle, 
opoiily di'clarud a'_;ainat his jmlicy. The 
I'roaiduMt .s;nv tho .storm ho had raised, 
and roniuiiicd lirnt and cool, lie was not 
moved either by the. indignant remon 
stranccs of friendsor the> fierce denuucia 
tions of his enemies. If the ' Democrats 
chose to repudiate hiin they might. He 
had ciioseu the oourae he intiendedtp tak^, 
and he would continue in it whatever 
might bt! the rosiilt. Hut tho Domocrata 
did not di'si'i-l liiiii. After hesitating for 
a while lliuy iidopti.'d his policy, and em- 
bodied till' principles ho advocated in the 
Mills liiU. When the lime came foi 
choosing a rainliil.Ue fur the Prusidoiicy 
Mr. Ulev.olaiid wiis selected with aingiilar 
unanimity. By choosing him to bo their 
sUmdiird hoarer the Democrats formally 
endorsed his policy of tariff reduction. 
Although the President by advocating u 
more liburul trade policy for the United 
States brought upon himself the opposi- 
tion of many who but a few months be- 
fore would havo heartily HUi)ported him, 
he attracli'd to bi.s aide many thiuightfnl 
and patriiil ic mull, who liad, up to that 
time suppnitcd the Kepiiblicaii Party. At 
no other eloctinii were there so many 
really iiuhipeiideiit voters. Never before 
wa.s there so general a disregard ot party 
ties and as.aociiitioii3. Men voted for 
principle rather than for party. This was 
foreseen from the beginning of the cam- 
paign, and this was one . of the reasons 
why evon tho most bitter partizana learn- 
ed to respect tho feelings of their hoarers 
and to bo inodonite in their expression of 
Ihoir views. Uo)>ubIicaiia could not alford 
to be too lierce or too general in theii 
deiiiiiiciatioii of tho Duiiiocrat.s, for thoy 
know that many men of that jiiirty would 
vote against Mr. Cleveland's policy, 
and Demoor.itfi apoke respectfully of the 
rUi))ublicans for thoy oxjiected many old 
Uepiililicaiia to work with them and vote 
for tho ])riiicii)los advocated by their can- 
didate. If tho tone of tho press is any 
indication of public feeling, it is not tot. 
much to any that tho groat majority of in- 
telligent people in tho States not dirooHy 
interested in iiiHiuifactuies au])ported Mr. 
Olevolaiiil's policy. But the Ropublicani' 
had on their sido nearly tho wholo body 
of the iiianiiraeliirors, and tho groat ob 
ject of tlirir platform orators, from Mr. 
lilaiiui downwards, was lo convince the 
working men that, tho IJemocratic policy 



they wished to continue to get a fair day's 
wage for a fair day's work, they niurft 
vote for the RepubUcan candidate. To 
oppose this direct appeal to self interest 
tho supporters of Mr. Cleveland could 
only advatice arguments which, however 
strong they might be, were not easily un- 
derstood by men whose knowledge is lim- 
ited and who aro not in the habit of rea- 
soning upon abstract (lucstions. Under 
such circumstancoa it is not surprising that 
though tho beat arguments were on Cleve- 
land's side the most votes were polled for 
Harrison. But although Mr. Cleveland 
has been defeated at the polls it must not 
bo thought that the cauae he fought and 
suffered for will bo abandoned. 
Tho election of Tuesday is but ono battle 
in tho great cam|)aigii of trade refoi in in 
tho United States. The luoii who havo 
stood by Mr. Cleveland will not even bo 
discouraged by this defeat. Tho princi- 
jiles for which thoy have struggled aro 
worth lighting for, and we aro very great- 
ly mistaken if they will not be advocated 
({uite as strenuously during the next four 
years as they were while Mr. Cleveland 
occupied the Presideiitial chair. As far 
as Mr. Cleveland is couceriiod he may 
well look back on tho contest with pride. 
There is no disgrace in hia defeat. If he 
had not in the latter part of the caiiipaigii 
descended from the high stand he had at 
first taken and resorted to the tricks and 
tactics of party there woidd not be evon 
reproach. Another of the causes of Mr. 
Cleveland's defeat should not bo forgatten. 
One of the features of tho Bepublicau 
party was a profuse, expenditure of the 
public money. In order to get as iiiucli 
of the surplus as possible out <.if the way 
Congress passed pension bills iniuimerablu 
to persons of all kinds and descriptions, 
many of whom had not the shadow of a 
claim on tho state. The President had 
the moral courage to veto many (■■' these 
bills. Tliis caused the cry to be raised 
against him that ho was an eiioiiiy to the 
men who had fought and bled for the 
Republic. This was listened to by many 
unthinkhig persons, and because Mr. 
Cleveland would not allow tho nation to 
be robbed he lost thouaanda of votes. But 
he did hia duty. The result, we regret to 
say, will not encourage another President 
to follow hia example. 

A COMPARISON. 

Tho intelligent observer of what is 
going on now in the l.'nitud .Slates will 
see that although the nation is republican 
it is not really so democratic as (ireat 
Britain. The (jovornment of tho United 
States has just appealed to tho people and 
has been defeated. Not only have tho 
people shown Uiat they do not want a 
Democratic Proaident any longer, but it is 
said that they have returned a Republican 
majority to tho House of Representatives. 
But, although the people have given such 
a decided expression to their wishes, noth- 
ing will bo done to carry them into ell'ect 
until next March. I'm- four months the 
people of tho United States will ho gov- 
erned by an administration that has lieeii 
rejected by the people. This would bo 
impossible in Great Britain or Canada. 
There immediate efliect would be given to 
the decision of the people. Tlie defeated 
Prime 'Minister immediately after the 
election would place his own resignation 
and those of his colleagues in the ministry 
in the haiids of tho Queen, and they 
would only hold ofhco until their succes- 
sors were appointed. In England and 
hor great dependoncies a government 
which has lost the coiitidence of tho 
people ia, it iiiay be said, considereil 
non-existent. In tho United States 
a government which has been 
ovorwholiningly defeated at t'nd polls, 
which it niay be cannot command a major- 
ity in either branch of the legislature, 
must continue to hold uilice and perform 
all tho functions of an administration for 
the third of a year. The people of Great 
Britain give the word and their rulers 
obey them withoutr hesitation or delay. 
They consider that having been rejected 
by the iieople the}' have no right to exer- 
cise the power of ruleia. The ]ii'iiple of 
the L'nited Slates declare their will and 
for months their rulers act as if the}' had 
not heard them. And yet the peojilo of 
the United States claim to lie par fXi-d- 
teuce "sovereign." The people of tli 
United Stittes when they once elect a 
President must put up with his adininia 
tration for four years. 'I'hcy eaniiot 
change him or his advi.sera iiiilil hi.s ti'ini 
expire.s. The majoi ily botli of the House 
of Representatives and of the .Senate may 
be opposijd to liiiii but still lie riMiiaina 
the lie.'ul of till! Adiiiinisti-.-iMoii and his 
iiiiiiiater.s ki'i'|i their plaei's .■it I he hi-ail.s of 
tho deiiartuieiil.H. 1 ii Oan.'iil.a if Ihe lea 
jority of the re[)ri!sentativi.'s of the peopl 
do not approve of the policy of th 
adminiatratiou, the administration must 
go and men approved by the majority of 
tho people's representatives put in their 
[ilaces. Nu matter how long or how short 
they may have been in ofHce, when it is 
known that the ministers are not in accord 
with the reiireseiital ivrs of tlie |ieo|ih 
the3- must go. It is seen from this that 
under the British consiit iition, as it is ii(.)w 
understood and worked, the people hav 
a moro comiilele and a more direct 
control over the (iovornmeiil than th 
people of the United States over tlioii 
Govornmont. Yet tho Govoriimont of 
Grwit Britain is called a monarchy while 
that of tho United States is designated n 
Republic ! 



EDITORIAL CO.M .M KNTS. 

Canao.v Ih no loiigei lo the people of 
(ireat Britain an unknown land. They 
havo of late yeara discovered that the 
people who inhabit this vast and distjint 
coutitry are whito.tliat thoy have attained 
a tolerable degree of civiliaition, that the 
resources of their land aro many and var- 
ied and that Canadians are in the habit 
of paying their debts. It is not 8«» long 
ago that the Turks and Egyiitians and 
South American Republicans could readi- 
ly borrow money in the British market, 
while colonists froin Canada wore regard- 
ed with suspicion and distrust. It aeemed 
aa if wo woro looked uiion as a ' kind of 
poor relations wlio would not feel under 
any very great obligation to return money 



lent to ua, or oven to pay I ho intoroat 
opposed to their welfare .and thatjif j tolerable regularity. But all that is 



changed now. Canadians are Imiked upon 
aa good cuatomera, who «re both' williug 
and able to meet their obligatiunri. Cities 
of the Dominion as well as the provinces 
which compose it, can now readily borrow 
money in London. Tho city of Montreal, 
a little while ago, determined to coimolid- 
ftto its debt. It owed a coiisiderablo 
amount of money and was ])aying for it a 
much higher than the current rate of in- 
terest. Its mayor and treasurer went to 
London to effect a loan. They wanted to 
borrow money at three per cent. They 
represented, to ; the capitalists the re- 
sources of their city are and put theirlonn 
on the market at a nnaimum price of 82 )t. 
Thoy wanted £840,000, and when the ten- 
ders were opened they found that £'i,- 
053,000 had been applied for. The price 
ranged from SoJ to 'I'ho average was 

aomowhere about 8.3. Thi.s was very good 
for 11 niuuieipality, and shows that the 
coiitidence \\\ Canada ia growing. Mon- 
treal will save iiuite a largo aum uunually 
by the conversion of its debt.

The case oc- 
cujiiod about an hour and thirty luiiiutes, 
most of the time being spent hy the .lu.s- 
tice of tlie Peace dwelling on assaults in 
general and the one before the court in 
particular, the defendant reiterating tho 
rcuiiark, I can't, for th'i^ life of me, see 
where tho assault comes ^n, your InmorV 
Bound over to keep the peace, that was 
never broken, in his own recogiiizanco in 
the sum of SuO and §;i.oO costs. 

SECOMD CASE.

ANOTHER PIONEKR CROSSES THE 
DIVIDE. 

John A. Cameron, Onco tbn Rlcheyt Man In the 
Province, Dies at Darkervlllc. 

The death of .John A. Cameron at Bar- 
korvillo, Cariboo, on Wednesday, is an- 
nounced. No historv of the "days of old, 
the days of g(dd" will be complete if the 
namo and exjiloits of the deceased aro 
omitted from its pages. Mr. Cameron was 
born at Lancaster, Canada, of .Scotch par- 
entage about tlO 3'ears ago. Early in the 
Kftiea he mined in California and subao- 
quontly in Australia, with indill'oreiit suc- 
cess. In 1801 ho came to A''ictoria with 
his first wife, who, in the aiiring of 18G2, 
accoiiipanied him to Cariboo, thou a new - 
ly discovered gold field. In tho Hummer 
of the same year the company of which 
Mr. Camorou was the leading spirit took 
up claims on Humbug (rmw William) 
creek. Mrs. Canioron, enfeebled by tho 
toil and privation of the trip and tho 
hardships incidental to life in the new 
mining camii, died about that time. She 
was the first w^ite woiiian buried at Cari- 
boo ami the ])opuli\tion for many miles 
anmnd Hocked to tho littlo vill.ige of Bar- 
kervillo to attend the funeral of the 
heroic woman who had lost her life in 
the discharge of her wifely duties. When 
dying Mia. Camoron exacted from her 
husband a pledgo that, should he bo suc- 
cessful in his mining ventures he would 
convoy her body to the town of Cornwall 
and there bury it by tho aide of her father. 
In tho fall it{ 18t>2 the Cameron claims 
[uoved to be very rich, and Mr. Cameron, 
assisttid b}' Kiibert Stevenson, now of Cliil- 
liwhaok, built a sled on which they placed 
the body of tlio dead woman and dragged 
it over snow and ico, 400 miles, to the 
town of Vale. There they shipped it by 
canoe to Now Westminster aud thenuo by 
steamer it reached Victoria. Hero tho 
body was again interred. Mr. Cameron 
relurned to Cariboo, whert! in an incred- 
ibly sliorl tinu' ho amassed a large fortuiu^ 
from the product of his claims, and waw 
regarded as the l iclu'sl inmi in British 
Columbia, lii ISlio he returned to his 
native place on tho St. Lawrence with his 
wealth and the body of his deceased part- 
ner. Her ilyiii!.; reipiest was com- 
plied with, the remains being interred 
in the family lot. This act of devotion 
on the part of Mr. Cameron was widely 
uommontetl on in the press and soiiiu 
envious s[)irits started a acaiulaloua story 
that I he body ho had brought home was 
not that of his wife, but that of a squaw. 
'I'he grave and coffin wore opened. The 
body being in a perfect Stlkto of pieserva- 
tion was easily recognissed by her fi-iomls. 
.Mr. Cameron bought the farm on which 
he wa,^ born and which had jiassed into 
Htriuige hands, and erected thereon a 
beautiful mansion. He married an 
estimable lady and surrounded himself 
with the comforts and even the luxuries 
of life. Ho dispensed his favors with a 
lavish hand. Ho sought out needy rela- 
tives and either bought them farms or sot 
them uj) in business. Possefising a lest- 
less, speculative nature, Mr. C'ameroii en- 
gaged in many entorprisos, all of which 
proved failures. When the bulk of his 
nioiioy had disappeared ho endeavored to 
repair his fortunes by investing in Nova 
Sootiaii g(ild mines. That venture com- 
jileted his ruin and lie returned to this 
pr(]viiico S(nue two and a half years ago, 
broken in health and pocket, but with the 
fire of hia enterprising s])irit uni|uenclied. 
A year and ;i half ago he opened a 
claim at Big Bend, but being attacked 
with homorrhago of the lungs he was com- 
pelled to abandon tho work and return to 
Victoria. A couple of months ago Mr. 
and Mrs. Cameron went to Cariboo. The 
poor fellow was hut the wreck of hia 
foriuor aelf. Those of his old friends who 
were there to welcome him — alas 1 they 
were very few — saw plainly that death 
hiid set its seal upon him. He left there 
a quarter, of a cenitury before in the full 
thish of nianhnod, and rich beyond his 
moat roa(!-colored ant icipations. Ho ciimo 
back to them iui emaciated old man; jioor 
in this winld's goods, but rich indeed in 
the loving ministrations of A . Uevoted hulp- 
meet. He hud returned to dte .- amid the 
scenes of his former successesi - and near 
the very spot where he-was Olioe the peer 
of the proudest and richest in the pro- 
vince.

KOOTEItfAlE LAKEUINBS. . 

The liedgei Bich bciI of li laaezc OharMter— 
Necesiliy of Better Iraniportatlon Faotl- 
itles— The Host Promfslng Dlibrlct In tbe 

Province; 

Mr. R. E. Lemon, morchaiit of Bevel- 
st(jke and Nelsim, has been in tho city for 
several days. In i;onver.s;ition with a rep- 
rcsentativt) of Tin: Colonist, Mr. Lemon 
yesterday slated that he was in the TomI 
Mountain neighborhood from May until 
tho latter jiart of Se|)Lonibor, this year, 
having a store at tho landing on Kooto- 
nay lake, now known as tho town of 
Nelson. Dtiring his residence there Mr. 
Lemon became thoroughly acquainted 
with tho niiiierat ledges gonorally known 
aa the Toad inounlain claims, and is of 
opinion that there will bo a mining devel- 
opment in that region of far greater im- 
portance than any which has yet been 
made. The ledges are numerous, are of 
good width, and rich in silver 
and gold . Hall Brothers , who 
abii)ped a (|uantity of ore from 
their ledges received a lino profit after 
paying nearly JtiO [jor ton charges. A 
good dual of work has been done, but ox- 
tenaive development has been retarded 
through luck of lacilities for travel and 
carriage of freight. There is a prospect 
that this will be remedied in the near 
futiiro. Tho agent of tho C. P. R. is at 
present in the district examining and on- 
quiring into I he extent, and character of 
Iho ledges, anil if his re|)ort is favorable, 
it is priib:ililo that Ihe lino of railway be- 
tween Kootenay Lake and tho Columbia 
river will bo const ructed, and a line of 
at camera opeialod to Rcvelsloke. This 
wonhl be of inestimable benelit to the 
whole Kootenay Lake mining region, as 
it would [U'ovide an outlet for ore, and a 
means for (dit,aining cheaper supplies. 
Tnlil eitln^r a rail or wagcoi road connects 
lake and river the b:is<; of supplies will be 
as it is al picsenl, on Ihe American side. 
The dillieidt i(ts of constrnctitm along tho 
Kootenay rivor have, in j\lr. Lemon's op 
inion, been greatly ovur-estimatod. For 
fully twenty miles tho grade is light, and 
all that IS iiecess.-iry is to sl.asli the right 
of w.-i)' inid ni;ikc the grade. Tho only 
very t:osll)' work would lie tho building of 
two bridges on the route. TluB miners 
art! hopeful that something will be done 
to lud ill opening up tlie district. 

Mr, Wheeler, the discoverer of the Hot 
Springs carbonate camp, when Mr. 
Lemon left, was lueparing to ship ore, 
and ho]n>(l to be able to send out about 
oiu! huiuliiHl tons of carl>i>mite8 to the 
Northern T.-u-ilic fur tr.inafer to Butte. 

Mr. Lemon is a ]uishing, enterprising 
merchant. He followed the C. P. R. 
westwiird through the nirmntains and 
transiicled a largo Imsiness at Eagle Pass, 
Revelstoko and Rogers Pass. He has 
been in many mining camps, somo, like 
the Kootenay niinca, al their earliest de- 
voli'])ment. In his o)dni.in, the Kootenay 
Lake districi, h,is n Iniuhlei- prospect 
than the bcsl American c;inips, and be- 
lieves that during the coming ye,ir Ihoro 
will be a "boom" there in (piart/, unin-o- 
cedoiited in the history of the province. 
If the greater portion of the benefit is not 
to be drawn towards the American lino it 
will bo necessary for both tho provincial 
and C. P. R. autliorit ies to beatir theni- 
solves and provide for facilities for direct- 
ing trade in its legitimate channel. 

At the present there are two small 
steamers on Kootenay Lake, but it is tho 
intention of Dr. Betidryx, iniin(u;er, of 'the 
Blue Bell mine,' to construct one of '5<D0 
tons burden in order that he may ship 
large (piaiitities of ore during tho coming 
year. The ore in this mine is improving 
aa the tunnel advances, and owuig to the 
large deposit it will be possible to miiie 
and ship it extensively.
